In Paris it is customary 
to purchase all needs in the neigh¬ 
borhood. So here you can buy 
milk, bread, books, groceries, 
drugs, jewelry, fish, beef, frogs, 
or horsemeat, and all the thousand 
other things people use in cities. 

Also one may dine with art stu¬ 
dents for five francs or pay more 
and get better food and music. 
Here, too, are colfee shops where 
people stand drinking coffee out 
of glasses or chocolate from cups, 
and eating French pastries. There 
are French style bars where all 
drinks from beer to fancy mix¬ 
tures in tall glasses can be had 
for small money. Next door may 
be u book store. Perhaps a laun¬ 
dry where all work is done by 
hand ami ironing is a science. 
Wine shops filled with rows of 
barrels and shelves stacked with 
bottles of many different shapes. 
Wood stores having among other 
kinds of fuel, small sticks and 
twigs tied into bundles no larger 
than a handful of cigars. (In 
France nothing is wasted.) Tailor 
shops and dressmakers look much 
the same as ours. The milliners’ 
shops have smart hats of individ¬ 
ual design for women and sell at 
a mere fraction of the prices In 
the U. S. A. 

Family Shops 

These shops are all run by one 
man and his wife, as is the cus¬ 
tom here. The French are satis¬ 
fied with less business and less in¬ 
come than are commercial people 
like the Americans. For instance, 
among other small merchants is a 
man whose entire stock is corks 
for bottles, ami a few brushes. All 
day he sits in the window picking 
over corks. I never see him tak¬ 
ing in much money and if he 
makes a dollar u day he is lucky. 
But this man is not only satisfied, 
he is happy.

The new OrthophonTc Victrola 
has arrived in Sierra Madre and 
will be played in public for the 
first time on Monday, according 
to Woodson F. Jones, local agent 
for the new machine.

Street railway companies have no rev¬ 
enue except what they collect from theii 
patrons. Out of this revenue they pay their 
taxes, and meet that paving expense. In 
other words, street car patrons maintain 
the street railway’s portion of the paving. 
The rest of the paving is maintained by the 
general public—including the street car pat¬ 
rons who have already paid for a substan¬ 
tial portion of the paving maintenance. 

In other words, here is a case of double 
taxation, and another instance where pub¬ 
lic utility is made a tax collection agency. 
Isn’t it another argument for a simpler sys¬ 
tem of taxation?
